“© Tlay down my life for the sheep Noman taketh 
at from ‘me, Aut “‘l lay tt down of myself. T have 
power to lay tt down, and I have power to take it 
again.” John x 15 18, 

I have no time to trifle. And therefore cannot 
notice the greater part of your last Essay And 
as to the remaining part, it isso perfectly in char. 
acter, that is, so pertectly equivocal, that if we at. 
tempt to seize it, like a glippery ecl, it will elude 
our grasp In those passages, however, where he 
ridicules the idea of our being * saved in the 
awtul day by what another has done for us in our 
stead;” when he says © the redemption which we 
hold consists ina therouch change, not a righte. 
ousness wmipuied tous from what Christ did and 
suffered without us, but a righteousness ratsed bu 
him within us °’—in those passages where he re 
jec’s with so much affected horror the idea of a 
‘Divine Person dying tor us, and where he pro- 
nounces Scripture expressions “ blasphemy”’—he 
has eiven such an exhibition of your sentiments, 
ast “mpted me to trouble you with the following 
‘Texts. 

Finst, consider the text which stands at the 
head of this Essay, contained in John x. 15 18 
‘“Llay down my lite for the sheep. No man 
taketh it from me, but I lay itdown of myself. I 
have power to lay it down, and Ihave power to 
take it again” 

Now, Note 1. This speaker must have been a 
Divine Person For none but God has * power 
to lay down life and take it again ” 

Note 2 Yet this Divine Person is the same who 
actually laid down his life tor his people ad lay 
down my life for the sheep.” Therefore 3. af is 
not impreper to say * God laid down his life for 
us” Phope therefore that hereafter your nerves 
will be less shocked by a scripture phrase !!_ I 
would here remark however, that thu only “ mor- 
tal flesh” (in one sense) can die, yet, in common, 
language, we predicate the death of that whole 
person to whom the mortal flesh” belonged 
Thus, when we say Join died ; wi do not mean 
that his soul died, but only that all that was mor- 
tal of John suffered death. When we say Paul 
was beheaded, Isu.uh was sawn asunder, we do not 
mean that their sou/s were bebe ided or sawn 
asunder! but that part of them which was capa 
ble of these things was thus served. So when the 
Bible ieils us that * God (or as Middleton tells 
us from the best MSS it ought to be rendered 
“the Lord God”) purciased the Church with hes 
own blood”? Acts Xx 283; we do not understan:t 
that the Divine naiure suffered, for of suffering it 
is incapable ; but we understand that that “ mor- 
tal flesh” which was crucified, and ‘hat © blood” 
which was shed upon Mount alvary belonged not 
to a mere man, but to the Mighty God. 

Secondly ; Look at Phil. 1.5. “ Let this mind 

be in y'u which was also in Carist JEsus, who 
being in the form of God thought it not robbery to 
be equal with God ; yet made himself of no repu- 
tation, and took upon him the form of a servant 
and was made inthe keness of man. And be- 
ing found in fashion as a man, he humbled him- 
self and became obedient unto death, even the 
death of the cross” Note here, as before, 1 
That tite Person spoken of was Dine. For he 
was “in the form of Ged and thought it no rob- 
bery to be equal with God,” and of course was 
God. 
Yet 2. This same Divine Person 1s here said to 
have assumed humanity and to have submitted to 
death “ He humbled himself and became obedi- 
entevenunto death” And yet you say 1¢ 1s Une 
scriptural to say God laid down his life forus !/! 

While however I contend for this phrase, I do 
it not, because these terms are of themselves of 
much importance, but because along with the 
jerms vou reject the doctrine of Divine Atonement: 

Thirdly ; Attentively weigh 11 Cor. viii. 9. “Ye 
know the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, who 
tho he was rich, yet for our sakes he became poor, 
that we thro his poverty might be rich” Here 
remember, J. Jesus Christ was never rich while 
on earth; his “riches,” therefore, must allude iG 
his previous existence, in other words, to his eter- 
nal Davinttye He wasrich.” But 2. this same 
Person afterwards became poor, He who was rich, 
for our sakes, became poor”? Therefore 3. It is 
proper to speak of the poverty, suffering, death, 
and other parts of the * Humiliation,” as endur- 
ed bv a Divine Person,—by one who betore his 
incarntion, was infinitely; Rich. [tis proper to 
say that God made himself of no reputation—be- 
came poor—suffered—died and was buried. 
Scripture qeincrinns these plirases, because 
the Redeemer was God. j : 

Fourthly ; it you sull doubt, consider, Rev. i. 
= « Unto bim that loved us and washed us trom 


De 
our sins in his own blood, and has made us kings 
s Father, to him be 


and priests unto God even hi - 
tilery and Dominion both now and forever! 
llere observe 1. The Person here alluded to 
must be Divine ; for he is here pubiucly worshap- 
ped, and Glory and Dominion ascrived to him for- 


fred the Lorn or Girone!” 
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Besides he is said to * wash from | 
* Unto 


ever and ever. 
sin,” which is the work of God alone 
Him that washed us” 

Yet 2 This same Divine Person once died. For 
itis said that he hath © loved us and washed us 
from our sins in Ais own blood,” or by his death 
The sensibility therefore, which shrinks and 
cries “ Blasphemy,”’ when the scenes of Cal- 
vary are described as the sufferings of a Divine 
Person—is rather of a morbid kind ! 

Again; in the same chapter. John heard a voice 
behind him, saying “*1! am Alpha and Omega, the 
First and the Last;” and turning he saw “One like 
unto the Son of Man,” who laid his hand upon 
him and said, “ Fear not, I am the First and the 
Last; Tam he that liveth and was dead.” And in 
the second chapter 8th verse, the same Person 
says, These things saith the First and the Last, 
he which was dead andis alive’ Rev i. 17 & ii 8, 

Observe 1 The Person speak ng was God, for 
he was Alpha and Omega, the First and the Last. 
Ye 2. Tints same Divine Person says he was once 
dead. “Tam he which was dead and is alive.” 
Allthe shockingness and “ profaneness,” therefore 
which you ascribe to us in regarding the Atone- 
ment upog Calvary as Divine, you may ascribe to 
our Lord himself !! 

Again ; if you are not yet satisfied that a Jji- 
vine Person was slain tor us, read Rev. y 12. 
“ And I heard the voice of many angels around 
about the throne, and the living creatures, and 
the Elders, and the numbers of them was ten 
thousand times ten thousand, and thousands of 
thousands. saying with a joud voice, Worthy is 
the Lamb that was slain to receive Power and 
Riches, and Wisdom, and Strength, and Honor, 
and Glory and Blessing ”’—(see the whole chepter 
ind also chapter seventh.) 








Nore 1, This ** Lamb” must have been a Jyi- 
vine Person,or he would not have been thus wor- 
shipped. But 2 Tho Divine he is said to have 
heen slain. § Worthy is the Lamb that was »/a’n." 
There is therefore no impropriety in saying that 
He who died on Calvary was God. That which 
was suspended on thecross was not simply a piece 
of “mortal flesh,” but the Lamb of God who there 
took away the guilt of the world 

But you still think it a horrible thing that the 
Creator should suffer himself to be crucified and 
abused by “the agency of those creatures he 
had made, and who at the same time were sustain- 
ed by him in life and existence !!!” 

That is, such things are ‘too high for you,” 
they are above vour “ Reason,’ ‘and bevond your 
“‘ comprehension” Very true, and if an Vnitarian 
had contrived the way of Salvation, we should 
have had no such mysteries—in fact should have 





had no Saviour.—2t:d no God but what we eould 
comprehend /! But God never intended the Uni- 
verse to be contained ina nut shell '!—nor that 
man should know more than Himself. He has ne 

ver asked our counsel, or inquired whether his 

Salvation would suit our speculations ; but he has 

told us Facts and we must believe them or per-| 
ish. And one of these facts is that which gives | 
you such a shuddering, fo wit that the Giner of! 
Life should suffer his creatures to put Him to | 
death ! But vou dovbt ! therefore 

Again; read Act» ii 14 15. and hear what the | 
Spirit saith to the Jews ™ But ve denied the} 
Horny Owr and the Just, and killed the Prince ar! 
Lire !!”? | 

T ve title “ Prince of Life”? or Author of Life | 
as the meaning is, is one vf the highes: titles giv- 
en to our Lord in Scriptuye, in fact must be a title | 
inapplicable to anv cresture, and as peculiar to | 
God as the name “ Jehovah ” 

The same idea 1s conveyed in 1 Cor. ii. 8} 
* Which none of the princes of this world knew; 
for hed they known it, they would not have ermci- 
‘ The © Lord of Glory” | 
and the “ God of Glory” are equivalent terms or 
titles, and equally denote the Divinity, of Him to 
whom thev are applied. But this Lord of Glory, 
was “ crucified!” i.e. nailed to a cross, pierced, 
wounded, tortured and killed !—Grant, it is 
shocking” and awful !—bw it 1s Fact ! 

Yes; it is a Fact! adivinety attested fact ! and 
one which more than a// things else in the universe, 
speaks the Infinite BE il of Sn,—the inflexible 
Justice of God,—the Holiness of the Law,—the 
Certainty of Salvation to all who believe,—and 
the Certainty of Damnation to all who disbelieve! 
The Cross oF Cnarist, or the sufferings of the 
Lord of Glory in our room and: stead, are the 
main theme and glory of the whole New Testa- 
ment. Not only Paul, but all the Apostles ab 
horred the thought of “ glory:ng, save in the 
cross of Christ, by the which they we e crucified 
to ‘he world, and the world untothem!” Tie 
sufferings of the Lamb, as we have seen, are the 
theme and song of all the heavenly host, and 
© Unto Him that loved us and washed us from our 
sins in his own blood,” will be the song of the 
redeemed forever ! 

In this song, however, You can never join ! you 
are too proud to be “ saved by what Another has 
accomplished in your stead ,”—you are unwilling 
to be justified by the righteousness which Christ 
wrought without you ;—you hink it “unmerciful” 
in God to require a Satisfaction of his creatures ; 
and with ridicule and contempt, reject the doc- 
trine of one Person in the Godhead dying to make 
atonement to another !!! All things relating to 
the ATronEMENT are in your view “ orthodox ab- 
surdities '' But I must appeal to a candid pub- 
lic, if the passages I have quoted Go not prove

Ip short» they teach what all 
Scripture teaches, that “* He was wounded for 
our <pansgressions, he was bruised for our iniqui- 
ties, All we like sheep had gone astray and the 
Lord laid on him the iniquity of us all”? Isa. 53. 
5, & So Christ was once offered to bear the 
sin of many;—and by his one offering he hath 
perfec ed forever them tliat are sanctified.” Heb. 
ix. B.andx 14 

2, They prove that the Atonement was made by 
a Divine Person. This is proved by the Titles, 
Attributes, works and worship attributed in these 
texts to him who died. He was “ in the form of 
God” and “equal with God,” is termed the 
* Alpha and Omega, the First and the Last ;” he 
had “ power to lay down his life and to take it a- 
gaih,” and is worshipped by all the host of heay- 
en, who continually ascribe to him ** Honour and 
Glory and Dominion forever and ever.” 

3 They prove a déstinctton of Persons in the 
Godhead Christ is said to be “ equal with God,” 
which implies a comparison, and of course a nuimn- 
erical and personal distinc: 10n. He is said to have 
‘“* made us kings and priests unto God even his Fa- 
ther,” which is another proof of distinction. And 
in the contex', glory is ascribed not only “ to Him 
who sitteth on the Throne,” (the Father) but 
** unto the Lamé forever ” 

These passuges,as well us a multitude of others, 


‘to every humble childirke reader of the B vie, | 


clearly indicate a distinction of Persons in the 
God!ead. 

Thus, my dear friends, instead of answering 
personal insults, returning railing for railing, 
wasting time and paper, and abusing the public 
patience by evading the points in controversy, I 
have brought before you Fundamental Truths,—

« After being nearly a year and a halt 
in the bands of the French, an exchange 
of prisoners took place; by which means 
J returned home to my native couniry, Lo 
follow again the line of life trom which | 
had been taken. But sin had not yet lost 
its dominion over me; nor had I yet seen 
sufficiently far into the desperate wicked- 
ness of my own heart. New cireumstan 
ces brought along vith them their uew 
temptations ; and, not being sufficiently on 
iny guard, and living too much in the ne- 
glect of prayer, 1 often fell, and pierced 
myself through with many surrows) And 

often the tempter would say, why should 
you grieve,and give away to desponding 
fears,—when all your past experience has 
only proved, that sin was more than a 
match for you; if Ged has deereed to save 
you, nothing would prevent him; to look 
therefore beyond this,were only to imbitter 
the present life without being of benefit to 
that whieh is tocome. But hope, in her 
season, would as often return and bear me 
above all these suggestions, whilst in des- 
ponding moments the ease of Peter’s fall 
and restoration has been more than once a 
source of much encouragement. At other 
times I was led to believe, that the evil lay 
in a sea-faring life, from its being so unfa- 
vorable to religion; that, therein must lay 
the chief cause of all my wanderings from 
the ways of God; and that in any other 
situation where temptations to sin were 
less frequent, I should be the more able to 
live in a manner acceptable to him. Un 
der this impression, therefore, 1 acted up- 
on the Jast resolution. in quitting marine 
pursuits for some other. Whatever cireum- 
stances might be connected with this raxh 
step, it is Known to Him who knows all 
things, that the principal cause, was that 
of a wounded spirit On more mature re- 
flection, however, T was led to see my er- 
ror; andto see that the trae souree of all 
the evil was to be found in my own heart, 
and go where I would, on the land or on 
the sea, this heart must go along with me. 
Henee I retraced my steps, and soon re. 
tarned to the sphere in which Providence 
had plaeed me.

ears of servitude, and obtained by the 
help of friends the command of a ship, a 
new scene of temptations presented itsell. 
I now saw myself placed incommand of a 
large property ; in authority over others,

Before, other sins had the bite of a viper 
that roused to prayer, and raised the ery 
again for mercy ; but now, the love of the 
world and the pride of life seemed, as with 
the touch of a torpedo, to paralyze the 
whole power of the soul, But iu this sunken 
condition, hopeless as it seemed to be, the 
Lord did not forsake me quite, inasmuch 
as he raised up in his providence a spirit. 
val friend in the person of an elder bro- 
ther. ‘This young man, of a truiy exem- 
plary character, it was my privilege to re- 
ceive on board as supercargo. He wasa 
member of a Christian chureh : and in him 
[found an example that influenced, a wind 
to admonish, and a heart to feel my best 
interests, though L was far from taking 
that heed to these which 1 ought to have 
done. In too many instances indeed, they 
were treated with neglect. It was also the 
same pious concern for me, that led him to 
ui such books into my tiaud as were best 
suited to my case and circumstances: books 
which I probably never should have tho’t 
of for myself = Amougst others wineh was 
found of great service, was the Rev John 
Newton’s Life and Letters. The former 
of these I sat up all night to read, the first 
time Look it up. Ls there a brother Sai- 
lor going to sea without John Newion’s 
Lite and Letters ? let him sell all he tas, 
even to the shirt upon his back, were that 
necessary, to obtaim thea. 

* ot my advantage in a companion so 
traly valuable was not to last long, for ou 
a second voyage, being overtaken by a 
storm at sea, iv a boat, ne found a waters 
grave. Asi had no common atiecuon for 
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him, sot grieved the more over the loss. 
A loss it was to me, and a great one in 
ene gense, hut in another, and a far higher,! 
Miwas my eternal gain. The thenght of 
one so near to me, in all respects, being 
snatched away in the bloom of tife, from 
amidst the fairest prospects asto thisworld, 
left at impression both deep and lasting 
upon my mind. ‘Phe dead lived im such a 
manner in my recollection, as to give # 
new life to his past admonitions and ex- 
ample. ‘The books he had onee recom- 
mended were read with greater interest 
than before. All this working together 
fer good, led me to reflect more seriously 
than ever I had done upen the uncertainty 
of life, of its vanity, of the instability of 
all earthly things, and of the downright 
madness of living enprepared for that 
state that never changes. The things 
which had appeared so good, and so great, 
and of such gain, | seemed beginning to 
count loss. he flesh seemed crucify ing ; 
the great world rolling away, aud the soul 
gradually rising into a newness of life, 
whilst the whole eharacter was aequirivug 
more strength and more eensistency. lt 
was my mercy some time afier, to lodge 
under the roof of a pious widow of a sea 
captain, as I returned from my voyages. 
This aged sister was of great serviee im 
building me up in Divine things. and in 
bringing me into contact with some of the 
excellent of the earth, with whom I found 
it good to associate. Previous to this, my

Vhis desire was afterwards 
happily gratified, Happily for me f be 
came personally acquainted with many in 
whose hearts was shed abroad the love of 
Christ; and with characters, rot a few 
who were glowing with a laudable zeal to 
promote the same love im the hearts of 
others, both at home and abroad. Daring 
Iny intercourse with these, L began to feel 
an increased desire tu live more than 4 iad 
hitherto done, to the glory of God, in the 
good uf my fellow-men 

* With such a feeling on my mind, and 
with suchopportuuities as f had every day. 
and had had from a boy, of being acquaint 
ed with the abandoned condition of sea- 
faring men in general. it will vet be a mat 
ter of surprise, that sooner or tater, i 
should have seen brought to compass pate 
that ¢fas» in partieular, with an eye 0: 
more than common compassion, and one 
aceompanied with the corresponding desire 
of becoming, in one way or anotser, mn- 
strumenial ia their salvation, Phe period 
when the impulse referred io was felt. was 
a little prior to the event of the jast peaer.

The plan, mentioged in the previous | 


Report, of stated itinerances among the 
Tartars near Karass, bad been carried in 
to effeet. in one of these tours, at a cer- 
tain village, the missionaries spent the 
Geter part of a day in the Konak, er 
rouse for travellers, where they were ¢isit- 
ed by a considerable number of inhabitants. 
and listened to with every appearance of 
attention and interest.——At avother, when 
the priest threaiened to prevent the mis- 
sionaries from visiting the plage, lest they 
should deceive the peopje there as they did 
in other places, the people, instead of tak- 
ing the part of their spiritual guide, did 
not seem to be at al) offeuded at the ex- 
posure he had made of his ignoranee.——At 
a third, the people who had assembled, on 
being informed of the errand of the mis- 
sionaries, sat down along with their Mirza, 
aud heard, with patient earuestness, seve- 
ral chapters fromthe New Testameut, and 
part of a tract. as well as the declara- 
tion of the Gospel. About midday, the 
Mirza, took his leave of them ip the polit 
est mapner; and, before he retired, told 
them that the Effendi of that village, had 
given a eopy of the Koran in exehange for 
the New ‘Testament. in two other villa- 
ges during the tour, the truth of the Gos- 
pel had a visible eileet on the people, some 
“acknowledging with a sigh” that these 
things must be trae. ° 

Many of the people around Karass, had 
become indifferent to Mahommedism, and 
even negiectiul of it--some had given up 
attending on the stated prayers when eali- 
ed to them by their mootahs, and even 
some of the moolahs had ceased to cal! 
them to prayers. 

Vhree of the missionaries bad taken a 


journey 230 miles north, to visit and ex- 


amine the town of Usa, and tu distribute 
there a few copies of tracts and of the 
New ‘Vestament. Of the laver they took 
about 160 copies, and about a» many more 
of the former, When they arrived, they 
found, that, instead of experiencing any 
dificalty in disposing of the books, they 
could net nearly supply the demand for 
them. ** Multitudes pressed on them for 
copies. Some who received them, had come 
thither on business from the distauze of 
300 miles. When the whole supply of 
copies was exhausied many were greatly 
disappointed, and others expressed the ut- 
most anxiety to be furnished with them, as 
svon as possible from Orenburg.” 

A new oissionary station has been se- 
lected among the Ussatinitus and luguish. 
iv which Mr. Blythe is destined. Messrs. 
Glen and Galloway visited these people in 
Mareb, 1820. On reaching the settlements 
of the Ossatinians, they were agreeabiy 
disappointed at finding the people ready to 
vive them a cordial reception. ——One of the 
natives, as he was explaining tv his bre- 
threa what was communicated by the mis- 
sionaries, gave vent to his feelings, by ex- 
elaming, when he heard of the value of 
ihe soul. and the importance of the gospel 
salvation, * this is a subject about which 
we bave felt much apxiety, and on whieh, 
we wisi for instraction.” Avother promis- 
ed, publicly, and sent ehoice provisions 
for their refreshment, with an invitation 
to call ou tus family for whatever they 
wanted. At another settlement, the ehiet 
and fis peopie, on being partieularly an 
formed of the sort of instruction the mis- 
siouaries wished to communicate, declared 
their approbation of the traths they bad 
heard, and expressed their willingness to 
be taught by them. I'we other chiefs hav- 
ing at that instant providentially arrived 
from the mountains, assured the mission- 
aries, in presence of the whole audieuce, 
that if a teacher were seut among them, 
he should meet with a weleome reception. 

Ga visiting the villages of the languish 
the missionaries found that they had re- 
nounced the Mussulman ereed, to the pro- 
fession of whieh their fathers had been 
foreed hy the Mahominedans. Wiat the 
religion of their fathers was, they do not 
know. Most likely it was christianity in 
some form or other, but scarcely a vestige 
of it now remarns. 

Messrs. Glen and Dickson had alse ta- 
ken an interesting tour on the western 
shore of the Caspian, as far south as Der- 
bent. They were every where seconded 
in their object by the Russian authorities, 
and their tracts, and copies of the New 
Testament, were received with equal avid- 
ity by Mahommedans and Jews,

] hope ere long, not only to pray for, but 
speak with my relatives. 1 rejoice that 
there are some in this Christian land, whose 
hearts burn with a holy zeal, and long for 
the salvation of the nauves of this land. 
May the heavenly flame which burned in 
the breasts of Mills and Brainerd be kin- 
died in the hearts of many in the United 
‘states. It is with emotions ;of gratitude, 
that I am within these walls, where dwelt 
Mills, Kingsbury, Byngton, and other mis- 
sionaries of the cross. May I follow them 
as fai as they followed Christ. 1 find that 
the most proper place for a sinner like me, 
1s at the foot of the cross. It is morejthan 
three weeks since I le{t Cornwall, I had the 
happiness to see the ordination of three 
missionaries in New Haven. The occasion 
was unusually solemn, and I hope good 
will result from it. From New Haven 1 
came to Charlestown, and from thence to 
this place. Brother B- and myself, 
will remain here one year. We are anxi- 
ous to return home. The harvest is great 
indeed, and the labourers are few. Souls 
are precious, and thousands are sinking in- 
to a gloomy grave, and an awful eternity 
without the least hope of eternal life. Oh! 
it is enough to melt the heart of every 
Christian, when the state of the heathen is 
brought to view. May you, beloved bro- 
ther, be enabled to pray and plead for the 
salvation of the Indians—Much already 
has been done, but nothing compared to 
What we believe will beaccomplished The 
joyful sound of the Gospel is yet to pene- 
irate the heights of the rocky mountains, 
and the long lost sons of sinful Adam, that 
rove in that region, will yet become a hap- 
py people, whose God is the Lord. All 
this bespeaks reality, because the mouth of 
the Lord hath spoken it. { understand, that 
there Is some seriousness at Creek Path, 
where my friends jive, and unusual atten- 
tion to religion at ‘Taloney 60 miles south 
of Brainerd. Thus you see the Lord will 
carry on his own purpose of love. I hope 
soon to receive a letter from sister C——, 
and then I will give you the particulars. 
My affectionate regard to all your friends 
and relatives’ [love them for the truths 
sake.

Jacket. and ia their proceedings eensured 
in strong terms the missionaries, and we 
believe one or two sehoo) masters, and one 
of the agents, employed by the whites to 
oe ec the awe of knowledge and 
the blessings of the gospel, among that un- 
fortunate race. By the fast Buffaloe Jour- 
nal, we perceive that when the ebiefs of 
the Six Nations met in couneil, during the 
pas! week,to receive their avauity from the 
United States, they pronounced the speech 
of Red Jacket, which was published in a 
hand bill. a seandalous libel, made up of 
barefaced falsehoods Red Jacket, it seems 
heads the Pagan party; and so far from 
there having been 2608 Indians at the 
Tonnawanta meeting, the chiefs say there 
were no more than 103, ineluding 32 Brit- 
ish Pagan Indians, from Grand river, in 
Upper Canada—many of whom signed the 
hand bill. It seems also, that the names 
of several ehicfs were signed to Red Jack- 
et’s hand bill without their knowledge or 
consent.

grudgingly a seanty penny—or, in reliev- 
ing the temporal distresses of men, while 
he cares not for their souls, and refuses te 
pour even the smatiest rill of bounty inte 
those rivers of beniticence which new flow 
so easily and rapidly to the very ends of 
the earth—then it becomes a sentiment di- 
rectly opposite to the precepts of the gos. 
pel, and is the base offspring of grovelli 
selfishness.
